The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House.

of the owner-electors of that part of the 
electoral area which could benefit from 
the construction of the facilities referred 
to in paragraph S. 

“4. Notwithstanding paragraph 2, if in 
the opinion of the Regional Board some 
part of a given area or areas as defined in 
the ‘Sanitary Sewerage Study of The 
Greater Victoria Area’ is unlikely to de- 
velop within the reasonable life of the 
facility set out in the said Study, the 
Regional Board may, prior to the con- 
struction of the said facility and with the 
consent of the member municipality with- 
in which such area or areas are situated, 
amend the design capacity and benefiting 
area as such capacity and area are speci- 
fied in the said Study. 


“5. The cost of constructing each 
trunk sewer, including any treatment 
plant, outfall, pumping-station, and any 
other sewage-disposal facility related 
thereto, shall be allotted prior to con- 
struction to the participating member mu- 
nicipalities in proportion to the design 
capacity of that part of the facility within 
the area of a participating member mu- 
nicipality and (or) downstream there- 
from allotted to that participating mem- 
ber municipality by the Regional Board; 


provided that for the purposes of this 
paragraph the Electoral Areas of Col- 
wood and Langford shall be treated as 
one member municipality. For the pur- 
poses of this paragraph, ‘ cost,’ without 
limiting the generality thereof, includes 
the cost of engineering and design, inter- 
est on temporary loans, compensation for 
works acquired pursuant to paragraph 10, 
and compensation for real or personal 
property acquired or taken for the pur- 
poses of the facility or injuriously affected 
by it, and the expenses incurred by the 
regional district in connection with the 
determining of such compensation. 

“6. The annual cost of the regional 
district with respect to the operation, 
maintenance of the facilities referred to 
in paragraph 5, including annual debt 
charges related thereto, shall be appor- 
tioned among the participating member 
municipalities on the basis referred to 
in paragraph 5. Annual administration 
costs specifically attributable to the func- 
tion provided for in this Division shall be 
apportioned in the same manner. 

“7. In the event that no other provi- 
sion is made, the annual cost requisitioned 
against the Electoral Areas of Metchosin, 
Langford, Colwood, and View Royal 
shall be levied and raised in the manner 
provided by section 784 of the Municipal 
Act. 

“8. The Regional Board may enter 
into an agreement with a member munici- 
pality on such terms as are mutually 
agreed upon whereby such municipality 
will undertake on behalf of the regional 
district the designing, construction, opera- 
tion, and (or) maintenance of any of the 
facilities of the regional district within 
that municipality. 

“9. Subject to paragraph 8, the power 
of the participating member municipali- 
ties to construct the works referred to in 
paragraph 2 shall be transferred to the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the regional dis- 
trict; provided that a member municipal- 
ity may proceed on its own initiative with 
any such work within its own boundaries, 
that the Regional Board is unable or un- 
willing to construct at that time, the de- 
sign of such work having been approved 
by the Regional Board, or on a reference 
under paragraph 15. 


“10. Where an existing facility of a 
municipality is to be used, enlarged, or 
replaced as part of the works referred to 
in paragraph 2, the regional district shall 
acquire such facility and compensate the 
municipality on the basis of the unused 
life of the facility. The unused life shall 
be determined by assuming the cost of 
the facility at current construction costs 
and depreciating over a 100-year period 
on a Straight-line depreciation basis, un- 
less in the opinion of the Regional Board 
the lifetime is substantially less. The 
compensation shall be amortized by equal 
annual instalments over the term of the 
first debenture issue of the regional dis- 
trict for the purpose of financing the 
facility of the regional district to which 
the facility so acquired relates, and each 
instalment shall be credited to the mu- 
nicipality on the annual requisition on the 
municipality by the Regional Board. 

“11. The Regional Board, prior to the 
construction of any of the facilities re- 
ferred to in paragraph 2, may make in- 
terim provision for sewage disposal, the 
cost thereof to be apportioned in the 
same manner as provided in paragraph 5. 


“12. The regional district shall have 
power at any time to enter upon any 
lands, streets, waters, or watercourses, 
without the consent of the owner thereof, 


for the purpose of making surveys and 
other examinations to determine whether 
or not the same are required in the 
carrying-out of the function provided for 
in this Division. 

“13. (a) The regional district may 
carry any sewer, drain, or other works 
through, across, or under any street, in 
such manner as not unnecessarily to ob- 
struct or impede travel thereon, and may 
enter upon and dig up any street for the 
purpose of laying sewers, drains, or other 
works and of maintaining, repairing, and 
renewing the same. In entering upon and 
digging up any street, the regional district 
shall be subject to such reasonable terms 
and conditions as may be made by the 
authority having jurisdiction over such 
street. Before entering upon any such 
street for the purpose of laying, maintain- 
ing, repairing, or renewing a sewer, drain, 
or other works, the regional district shall 
give at least thirty days’ notice of such 
contemplated action to such authority, but 
it shall be lawful for such authority to 
waive the giving of such notice or to 
shorten the period thereof. 

“(b) Whenever the regional district 
shall dig up any street for any of the 
purposes aforesaid, it shall, so far as 
practicable, restore the same to as good 
a condition as the same was in before 
such digging began; and the regional dis- 
trict shall at all times indemnify and save 
harmless the municipality within which 
such digging occurred against and from 
all damage which may be recovered 
against such municipality by reason of 
anything done or omitted by the regional 
district, and shall reimburse it for all 
expenses which it may incur by reason 
of any defect or want of repair of any 
street caused by the construction, mainte- 
nance, repair, or renewal of any of the 
said sewers, drains, or other works. 

“(c) No compensation other than as 
provided in this section shall be made by 
the regional district in respect of anything 
done by the regional district under this 
section. 

“ 14. The Regional Board may make 
regulations for the purpose of 

“(a) minimizing the entry of surface 
and rain water, taking into ac- 
count the conditions which exist 
at the time of the coming into 
effect of these supplementary 
Letters Patent; 
controlling the quantity and qual- 
ity of sewage discharging into its 
facilities. 

“ 15. Notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary contained in the Letters Patent 
of the regional district or in these or any 
other supplementary Letters Patent relat- 
ing to the regional district, in the event 
that any Director representing a member 
municipality affected or likely to be 
affected by a question as to the propor- 
tions in which the several parts of a facil- 
ity are to be allotted pursuant to para- 
graph 5 hereof, or as to the amount of 
the compensation for works acquired pur- 
suant to paragraph 10 hereof, or as to the 
design of the work pursuant to paragraph 
9 hereof, shall declare at the meeting of 
the Board at which it is intended to deal 
with any such question that he is unwilling 
to accept the Board’s determination with 
respect thereto, the Board shall not de- 
cide the question but shall refer the same 
forthwith to an independent professional 
engineer, whose decision with respect 
thereto shall be final and binding on the 
Board and the member municipalities 
affected thereby. The selection of the 
said professional engineer shall be made 
by the Board on a unanimous vote of all 
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the Directors present at the meeting of 
the Board at which the selection is made, 
and failing such vote, by the Chairman 
for the time being of the Public Utilities 
Commission, Province of British Colum- 
bia, and failing action on the part of the 
said Chairman within ninety days of the 
Board’s request therefor, by a Judge of 
the Supreme Court of the Province of 
British Columbia. 

“16. The aggregate debt other than 
temporary current borrowings which may 
be incurred by the Regional Board for 
the purposes of this Division shall not 
exceed the sum of 13.21 million dollars.”
